To  His  Excellency,  The  Deputy  Governor    (Presiding), 
Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars, 
In  the  State  of  California. 

Your  Excellency  and  Gentlemen  i 

In  the  Report  of  the  Historian  for  the  year  1920, 
reference  was  made  to  an  event  that  was  expected  to 
occur  at  the  annual  banquet  of  the  Society  on  the  evening 
of  Forefathers'  Day,  December  21,  1920,  having  particu- 
lar reference  to  the  presentation  of  bronze  Insignia  and 
Certificates  of  Loyalty  to  be  presented  to  the  Members 
of  the  California  Society  by  the  representative  of  His  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor  General,  in  behalf  of  the  General 
Society  as  commemorating  the  services  rendered  in  the 
Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  in 
civilian  work,  in  behalf  of  the  Government  on  the  part  of 
those  who  by  reason  of  age,  or  otherwise,  could  not  par- 
ticipate as  soldiers  or  sailors  in  the  great  World  War 
which  had  terminated  successfully  to  the  Allies  and  their 
associates. 

Your  Historian  has  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  from 
his  knowledge  of  the  workings  of  the  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars  in  the  United  States,  the  presentation  of  these  In- 
signia and  Certificates  marked  the  greatest  event  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Society  and  your  Historian  does  not  hesi- 
tate to  say  that  too  much  importance  cannot  be  placed 
upon  this  fact,  it  marking,  as  it  does,  the  names  of  ail  the 
members  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the  United 
States  who  either  participated  as  soldiers  or  sailors,  or 
expressed  their  loyalty  in  civilian  work  at  a  time  that 
marked  the  greatest  conflict  that  the  world  has  ever 
known,  and  to  the  future  Historian  and  Genealogist  this 
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important  information  should  be  accessible.  Therefore 
your  Historian  presumes  to  make  a  complete  record  of 
the  matter  so  far  as  the  membership  of  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars  in  the  State  of  California  is  concerned. 

At  the  banquet  of  the  Society  held  at  the  California 
Club  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  Frank  Hervey  Pettingell, 
Esq.,  the  duly  accredited  representative  of  Col.  William 
Whitehead  Ladd,  Governor  General  of  the  General 
Society,  presented  to  each  of  those  who  had  submitted 
credentials  showing  their  service,  either  as  s<tldiers,  sail- 
ors, or  civilians  during  the  period  of  the  world's  war  in 
which  the  United  States  was  engaged,  the  Insignium  or 
Certificate  which,  at  an  expense  of  several  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  General  Council  of  the  Society  had  voted  by 
resolution  to  give  to  all  members  of  the  Society  of 
Colonial  Wars  throughout  the  United  States,  who  had 
participated  in  the  World's  War.  This  action  on  the  part 
of  the  General  Council  was  taken  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  held  in  the  City  of  Burlington,  Vt.,  June  14, 
1919,  and  it  was  determined  to  make  the  Insignium  of 
bronze  after  the  pattern  in  miniature  of  the  cross  taken 
from  the  French  at  Louisburg  on  the  occasion  of  the  in- 
vasion of  that  place  by  the  colonists  in  i  745.  The  Cer- 
tificate, a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  appended,  was,  or  is, 
a  work  of  the  engraver's  art. 

The  names  of  the  members  of  this  Society  to  whom 
these  Insignia  or  Certificates  were  presented  is  hereby 
appended.

It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  we  have  to  chronicle 
the  retirement  from  the  Governorship  of  His  Excellency, 
Nelson  Osgood  Rhoades,  Esq.,  who  by  reason  of  being 
called  to  Mexico  in  the  month  of  June  last,  and  being 
detained  there  for  an  indefinite  period,  the  expiration  of 
which  we  do  not  yet  know,  compelled  him  to  tender  his 
resignation  as  Governor,  which  the  Council  refused  to 
accept,  but  he  refuses  to  be  a  candidate  for  re-election  at 
the  next  annual  meeting. 

Mr.  Rhoades'  interest  in  and  regard  for  the  Society 
is  most  marked  and  as  an  evidence  of  this  high  esteem, 
he  has  presented  to  the  Society  a  framed  group  of  photo- 
graphs of  the  founders  of  the  Society,  and  also  a  set  of 
flags  consisting  of  the  standard  of  the  United  States  and 
the  flag  of  the  Society.  The  formal  presentation  of  these 
standards  will  take  place  at  the  annual  banquet  of  the 
Society  to  be  held  at  the  California  Club  this  evening. 

I  feel  sure  I  am  only  echoing  the  sentiments  of  the 
entire  membership  of  the  Socie'ty  when  I  express  the  hope 
that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  the  Society  can  again 
honor  itself  and  Mr.  Rhoades  by  electing  him  to  the 
Governorship. 

The  growth  of  the  Society  has  been  very  good, 
despite  the  fact  that  no  special  effort  or  campaign  for 
membership  was  made.

General,  Mr.  Frank  Hervey  Pettingell,  late  Governor  of 
this  Society.  The  California  Society  appreciates  greatly 
the  honor  conferred  but  believes  that  the  General  Society 


showed  most  excellent  judgment  in  having  bestowed  the 
honor  on  one  so  worthy. 

In  concluding  this  report,  permit  me  to  express  the 
hope  and  belief  that  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  in  the 
State  of  California  will  ever  maintain  its  spirit  of  progress 
and  advancement,  and  in  all  thing3  illustrate  the  patriot- 
ism, loyalty  and  fidelity  of  those  ancestors  whose  deeds 
and  lives  give  us  eligibility  to  membership.
